Eoncerning the Second Marriage of 
Henry the Fourth. 


 TF. Henry the Great was Unfortunate in 
his Firſt Marriage, he had bur very hetle 
better: Fortune (in his Second, except his 
Poſterity. For the firſt Night he lay with 
his Wife Mary de Medicis, there was fix*d 
over his Bridal Chamber, in great Letters, 
theſe Words of the Scripture, Non erat 
opus Bene-valentibus Medicis ; Which was a 
vatyrical alluſion to the Queens: Family, 
who was Daughter to the Great Duke of 
Tuſcany, of the Houſe of Medicis. Theſe 
Illaſtrious Lovers did not always agree 
very well, their particular Intrigues made 
*tm often Quarrel ; the Queen had great 
Heart-burnings, to-ſee the Kings ſeveral 
_ Miſtreſſes; and the King could not bear 
' the 
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the Queens Leudneſs with the Marquis of 
fAncre an Ttalian, that was her Favorite. 
One Night, when they lay together, after 
ſome Curtain-letures, and- ſharp Re- 
Proaches of each other, the Queen got up, 
and flew at his Face, and in the heighth of 
her Anger. ſcratch'd him foundly ; the 
King for his part fpared her no more than 
ſhe did him; fo that co end this Combar, 
thoſe of the Bed-Chamber then in Wait- 
ing, were -fain to' ran and call the Duke 
de Selly, Lord Treaſurer, who had a great 
aſcendant over . the King's Temper , he 
haſtned to the 'Lowwre and- after he had 
very much intreated the King, and re- . 
monſtratedito him how ſcandalous it was; 
he obliged him, to hinder further diſorder, 
to/quit the Field, and carried him ro lodge 
in another Chamber,

bigny ? The King, who was awake, and 
heard this goodly Dialogue; cryed our, 
La Force,Hearl:en a little;doſt thou not hear 
what D”* Aubigny ſays? how that I am the 
baſeſt and moſt ingrateful Fellow upon the 
face of the Earth :And vet, for all this, he 
never mentioned itto either of *em ever af. 
terwards. He was-extreamly.pleaſed with 
Raillery,and a thing well and home ſaid; of 
which there are ſeveral Examples in his Hi- 

ſtory,

the Proteſtant Religion', he afterwards 
made open profeſſion of it at Rochelle, and 
was there declared the Protector of the 
Proteſtant Churches -in France. At. the 
Maſlacre of St, Bartholomew, to. ſave his . 
Life, he was: for@d to change again, but 
it was only;in-appearance ; for two years 
after he fled from the Court, and being 
come to Alenſon, he abjured the Papilt 
| Religion, and. continued. a Proteſtant till 
he 
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be came to the Crown. He uſed to ſay, 
Ventre St: Gris, the Crown of France ſure 
1s worth a 'Maſs ; but as his Heart did not 
go along with his Mouth, when he faw 
otters fofow his Example; he uſed' to tell 
them, Why do you change? you have no 
Crown to gairi. However, ſome time 
after he quite changed his Mind; by the 
Jeſuites Endeavours; that were about him, 
Eſpecially Father Cotton; "whom he. had 
great Confidence in. For a few days be- 
ore his Murther, ' going to'Fountam-bleas, 
and the' Regiment of 'Guards with him,

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So ſure it is that Richelieu never ſpared 
any ones Life that attempted his, of which 
we' will give an extraordinary Example. 
The Duke of Orleans, the King's Brother,was 
the Cardinals mortal Enemy; arid Monſieur 
de Puylaurent, who was his Favourite, and 
turned him as he pleaſed, encouraged this 
batred, and made him take a reſolution to 
{tab'bim with his own Hand. The Prince 
going to'the . Cardinal upon this deſign, 
no ſooner 'approach'd,,bhim, but his Noſe 
fell a' bleeding”; opt 2which , inſtead 
of doing him any harm, he told him what 
his intention was, and begged his Pardon. 
Upon this, the Cardinal took his meaſures, 
and as a ſeeming inſtance of 'an extraordi- 
nary Favour to Puylaurext, he Married him 
to his Niece, Madam de V7; ieupont, but ?twas 
only with deſign to ruin him, . as immedi- 
ately he did z-for in the midſt of the So- 
lemnities and Rejoycings that were.made, 
for the Wedding, . he arreſted him Priſoner, 
and ſent him to the Baſtille, where ſome 
time after he, was poyſoned by a Prieſt in 
a meſs of Broth. As ſoon as ever he had 
- ſwallowed it, the Prieft ſaid to him, Sir, 
you muſt Confeſs your Spir; upon which, 
throwing the Porringer at this Head, he 
cryed out,. Wicked Villain 1 What did ewer I 
do to thee ? "However, he Confeſſed and 
died a little after. 

After 
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After the Cardinal had diſpatched bis Fa- 
vourite, fluttered he was then at the top of 
Fortunes-wheel, and was the ſole Governor 
of the Kingdom ; but-becauſe he always 
took care, as much to maintain his Pow- 
er, as he did to obtain;it z he excluded all 
thoſe that were capable of oppoſing his 
Ambition, from the greateſt Offices and 
Commands ; and indeed in his time we 
find thac the chiefeſt Military Employ- 
ments were in the Hands of Church- 
men. - As an Epigram tells us, made upon 
this occaſion.

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He took great delight in Muſick, and 
Painting pleaſed him fo extreamly , that he 
drew ſeveral Pictures very much to-the Life. 
Bur his moſt paſſionate defire was' to extir- 
pate the Proteftant Religion our of his King- 
dom, which was not ſo much enconraged 
by Cardinal Richelies, as by the Jeſtits. And 
in his Reign, that Party was very much -

Duke of Lorraine. At laſt, the King com- 
ing to Years of Majority ; by his direction 
he Reigned very happily ' ſeven Years; but 
at length, ſo inconſtant is Fortune, all that 
Reverenced and Adored him, became his 
mortal Enemies; and the greateſt part - of 
the Parliament of Paris made a Party againſt 
him, and baniſhed him the Kingdom. He 
then was forced to give way to the Tempeſt, 
till other Troubles embroliling the State were 
over, and then he paſſed through the great- 
eſt part. of France, with an Army that he 
brought to the-Kings aſliſtance, and met his 
Majeſty-at Poztzers.

Of ſome Particularities of . the Life of 
.- Henry de la Tour; Auvergne, Ga 
_ count of Turenne. . 


Do not pretend here to. write the Life of 
Monſieur 4e Tixtenne; 1 only wiſh, for the” 
fake of his Glory, that ſome. perſon bolder, 
and of a capacity- fit for ſo great a Deſign, 
wouwd undertake it: But though no one 
ſhou'd go abour.it, yet it is impoſſible*that 
the Fame. of the great Actions done by him 
ſhow'd- ever be loſt. The Tranſattions of 
France for forty years, are.not to be deſcri- 
bed without writing his Hiſtory. However, 
by. reaſon for ſeyera] years rogether, I have 
had the honour to be preſent with him at 
 ACtions both .of the greateſt, as well as 
{imalleft conſequence ; and that Hiſtorians 
often are ignorant of, or neglect very ef- 
ſential Particularities. I will endeavour b L- 
ſome ſmall ſtrokes, concerning both his 
ſtory and Perſon, -to leave a true Idea of this 
t Man to Poſterity. That which I ſhall 
; gue his advantage, | ought to be the ra- 
ther believed ; becauſc inſtead of being obli- 
ged by Kindneſſes done by bim, he utterly 
rad my Fortune ; but this Juſtice I ay 
im, 
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him, that he did it without any intention 
of injuring me. "I 

Henry de la Tour & Auvergne, Vicomte de 
Turenne was of a middle ſtature, neither. far 
nor lean. His gate and mien had more of 
the modeſt, ahd timid in it, than any thing 
thac appeared daring and bold. His Hair 
was of a Cheftnur-brown, his Head large, 
and ſomewhat , bending, his Colour ruddy, 
his Eyes large, -and full. of Fire and Life, 
but covered with thick Eye-brows that join- 
ed together. - The turn of his Face was re- 
gular enough, bur yet with a cheerful. Air, 
there was ſomething of Clondineſs joined. 
So that this- mixture made up a Face that 
had ſomewhat extraordinary init, and very 

difficult to be drawn.. .When a Child, he 
ſeemed to be but of a tender Conſtitution, 
nor was he perfectly healthful, cill after he 
was twenty years old: When he was but 
ten, he ſtole from his Governour, and after 
they bad long ſought, they. found: him laid 
aſleep upon the Carriage of a Cannon, re- 
ſolving, as he faid, to lye there all: Night : 
For he had heard his Father, the Duke of 
Bowillon ſay, that he was perſwaded it would 
be a great while before he wowd be robuſt 
enough. to. undergo the hardſhips of War, 
and therefore this young Prince thoughe that 
this would be a Proof to convince him to the 
contrary. The Duke of Boxillon, his Father, 
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pon his 'Death-Bed, called both him and 
his elder Brother to him, and: after many 
Pious Councels ,- he recommended Three 
things to them. The Firſt, Never to forſake 
the Faith of Jeſas Chriit, and the profeſſion 
_ of the Proteſtant Religion. The 'Second, 
Never to atrerpt any thing againſt the Ser. 
vice of their King. And the Thirt),'Never t6 
#hock, in any kind; the Power of the chief 
Miniſter , or the' great Favourite. * Other- 
wiſe they would 'infallibly ' ſe their Cre- 
dit,” Eſtate, and Honor. Yet for all this, 
doth. of them a&ted/quite contraty to theſe 
Maxims, .1n all their Afﬀairs, and did not Ob- 
ſerve- any one of them ; for they changed 
their Religion ; fought againſt their King, 
and in'a Hoſtile manner declared themſelves 
mortal Enemies, to'the Premier Miniſters,and 
chief Favourites; which for ſonie time made 
them very Unfortunare. 

To return to Monfieur de Taree ; he: be- 
gan his Apprenticeſhip, in Arms, in Holland, 
under his Uncle 'the Prince of Orange ; - and 
We; have in a Poet .of that time this' Ex-

Arid then he was but a private Souldier; 


and performed all the Duties -of a private 
Souldier, 
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Souldier, with "ſuch Application , -and fo 
muchArdor, /that it had hke to-coſt- him his 
Life. He'wasſent thither ;'whenhe -was 
bat Fourteen Years old : His 'inchnation to 
the Wars was extraordinary, and perfeAly 
Natural to him ; - and he-applied 'himſelf ro 
Souldiery, with that diljgence,” thar:from his 
very Infancy he ſeemed 'to be ſenſible of no 
ofher - Paſſion;:'but thar ; fo (that? in. a very 
little time he gained a great: Repurarion-: 
The: Trade of' War the 'followed- all: his life 
time, and lived i64':/ Years. ''And 'in thee 
Judgment. of vevery Body,: he was thought 
worthy to come in Competition- with the 
' greateſt Generals |that ever werei . He had 
Aa gobd: Underſtanding; and ' great Natural 
Parts but in them'there was ſtil] obſerved 
much more Wiſdom '.and Solidity., ' than 
Boigheneſs 'and- Wiri”' In thoſe: Aﬀeairs that 
were of great Conſequence, and: very Preſ- 
ſing; 'he' was-.nor: long' deliberaring ; and 
when he. had onceTtakena refolution:he kept 
firmly to'ir ;' Ahd/what'is more,” he-ftill aw 
the: End, and: underſtood the. Conſtquerice 
of things better: and: ſooner, than any. one 
beſide bimſfelf; and could find out ways to ac- 
catmpliſh them-/'719 @l} the courſe'of his Life, 
he never had any perſonal Duel, or Quar- 
rel; although, eſpecially at-firſt', he ferved 
under ſeveral thar:.he hadino 'great'eſteer 
for ;7and he 'bas-comimanded orhers;” whoſe 
Diſpo- 
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Diſpoſitions and Humors were very uneaſy, 
and that were yet more uneaſy, out of envy 
and emulation of his Glory : But, beſides 
his never giving Ear-.to. any Tales, or Re- 
ports, he deſpiſed all difadvantagious DiCſ- 
courſes, that he knew were made Concern- 
ing him at any time ; and his Mind being 
ever imployed about ſome great Deſign, he 
cared very little for any thing which did not 
really hinder it. ** _ 

He never. was tempted by. any, Enter- 
priſe, though Glorious . for himſelf, and of 
certain Succeſs : If he in the leaſt believed 
it would hinder the Execution of another 
Deſign,, more Beneficial to the Kingdom, 
though not ſo acceptable to him : For fo 
much did he conſider the good of all publick 
Affairs, that to bring chem to a happy Iſſue, 
he has very often ſacrificed his own For- 
tune and Benefit ; and ſometimes everi ha- 
zarded his Reputation;; and far from throw- 
ing the leaſt misfortunes-upon his inferior 
Officers, thar he employed” upon - Service, 
he never failed to-comfort them, and raiſe 
their Conrage, when they met with ill Suc- 
ceſs. Notwithſtanding; the many occaſions 
of Choler and Vexation, that he has had 
from the firſt time he began:to command, he 
never affronted any one; nor was he ever 
heard to break out into'Anger, in his Fami- 
ly; and, though he was of a mild Temper, 

| and 
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and extraordinary Patience, yet it appeared 
that this rare Quality, ſo conſtantly praCti- 
ſed, could not be the. effect of his Diſpoſiti- 
on alone, bur a Virtue acquired. Once 
when he was juſt going to attack the Works 
of a place Beſieged, he found he wanted ſome 
Amunition Tools, that were abſolutely Ne- 
cellary ; and knowing that a Marſhal” of 
Francei'that commanded there, had more 
than 'he needed himſelf, he ſent one of his 
Guards co him to deſire them ; who return- 
ed: very much :troubled , relating ſeveral 
rude things the: Marſhal ſaid, and that he. 
refuſed to lend them. Monſieur Taree turn- 
ing.to'the Officers that were near him, faid, 
Spe be'is ſo Angry, we muſt make a ſhift with- 
out his Tools, and” do"as well as if we had them. 
Afﬀer this he Charged, and forced the Lines, 
and had all the Glory of the Action. |

ways, mindful .of advancing; Perſons, not- 
withſtanding al} the Ingratitude he had mer 
with--for ſo \many Years together. When 
Fortune has. not- been favourable too, and 
he has really, been Unhappy ; yet Fame- 
has ſtill done. Juſtice to. his. Courage and 
Wiſdom ;, and he-has often gained re.Re- 
pucation, than thoſe that; had+the: better. of 
him, and- were. more Fortunate. He' was 
very. Ambitious, bur-the Conjuncture of the 
Times, and- his own Prudence,, made him 
always moderate, and conceal .it : But if -he 
had lived in thoſe former Ages that were, fo 
favourable to Conquerors, as his Glory had: 
no bounds, fo ,its probable his Fortune 
would not. In the time of the Regence; in 
the Year. 1649, when Paris took up Arms 
againſt Mazarine, Monlicur, Turenne  enter'd 
into that. Party; whether inclined co ir by 
the fatal Conſtellation that then Reigned, or 
by a particular. Diſguſt againſt that Miniſter, 
abour: bis- own, Fortune, and that of his Fa- 
mily... He then; commanded.'the Ar 
Germany,; conlitting of - 12/0r hey ax en, 
almoſt . all »Strangers. + He;-was extreamly 
IeNee e: and Reſpected by ”" ds which 
was 
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was not- occaſioned by his Merit alone, but 
dy his being o Diſintereſt, and his frank and 
eaſy manner. of living with the Army : Be- 
ſides mo!it ' of. the Officers owed rheir ad- 
vancement to him, ahd had no Communica- 
tion with the Coutr, but by his means ; 6 
; that at lalt, at a great Entertainment that 
he made them at Tubmge, in the Dutchy of | 
Wirtemberg, the principal Officers that were 
privately gained before, imparted the ſtate 
of Aﬀairs' to the others, and fo ingaged 
them that before they parted, they all took 
a ſolemn Oath-to follow him , whereever he 
would lead them, and acknowledge no' o- 
ther Superior but 'himſelf. This Engagetnent 
was made yet more ſolemn}, and Publiſhed 
with' the found of a Drum 'and Trumper, 
and approved of by the Souldiers--general 
Acclamations. © So that in any change of a 
Party, there never was ſeen a more univer- 
ſal Content, not more ſolid appearance of 
truſt. He declared to the French and others, 
that were not willing to embrace his Party, 


| / That he pave them free leave to retire, 


which, yet very few did. The next Day they 
Marched to enter into France; bur the third 
Days March, Monſieur Twrene ſtopping at 
Spire,” to finiſh the Bridge for the Army to * 
paſs" the River npon ,* Longpr{ Lieutenane 
Colonel of the Foot Regiment of Vaubecourr, 


came in all hate to- tell him, That Thowbal, 
| and 
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and Chuſt, 2 General Officers of the Germans, 
who owed every thing to Monſ. Tureme, and 
on whonr he repoſed all manner of Confi- 
dence, had made all the Army change'their 
mind, and they were already marching ano- 
ther way. - Beſides, Heruard, was come to 
Briſac, from the King, with great Sums of 
Mony ; both for Payment of the Army, 
and Gratifications that were neceſlary to be 
made on ſuch a preſſing occaſion. This turn 
was ſo great, and ſo ſudden, that the ſame 
Troops that a few Days before had ſfiewed fo 
much Zeal for Monſ. Twremne, had undoubted- 
ly ſeized him Priſoner, if he had not imme- 
diately.. made his eſcape. This was the firſt 
time thartie-experimented how little Securi- 
ty Men have, both of-their Life and Fortune, 
when that Securicy 1s only founded upon ari 
Uſurped, and legal Power. 

Bur it being impoſlible that ſo extraordina- 
ry an Action could be without ſome confide- 
rable Conſequence , the following Cam- 
pagne, Monſ: Turenne was at the Head ofthe 
K. of Spain's Army, and fought the Battle of 
Rethel, ard loſt it. And, when he ſaw himſelf 
out of Hopes of doing any thing elſe but 
ſave his own Perſon, he turned aſide, and left 
thoſe chat fled, mounted upon a wounded 
Horfe, and no body with him, but la'Barge, 
Lieurenant of his Guard, whoſe Horſe was 
hurt too. Aﬀer they had marchEd a little 

H way 
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way, they ſaw.5 Horſe coming up to them 
full ſpeed ; fays /a Barge to him, 1 have but 
one Piſtol left that I can fire, and you bave fired 
yours';.. What will you do, Sir ?, Die, la Barge, 
ſays he, rather than be carried into France, to 
be. made a Spettacle upon” a Scaffold ; by that 
time-2-Horſe-men, that were a little before 
the others, came to them. La Barge rid up 
to one. and killed him with his Piſtol: the o- 
ther cloſing up to Monſ. Turewe, laid hold on 
bis Belt, and cried,..Pl/give you fair. Quarter, 


Mon. Turenne ;. but he, at"the ſame time, 


with his Sword run him through, and killed 
him, ſaying theſe Words; Traytor, I am wot 
Turenne. One of the three Cavaliers that 


'. Temained, who ſeemed to be an Officer, 


fired-his Piſtol ar him, buc miſſed him : After 
which all 3-went away, without doing any 
thing elſe, whether diſcouraged by the Death 
of their Comerades, 'or that the deſtiny of 


"France wou'd reſerve this Prince, for the 


great-Services that he afterwards performed. 
In effe&t Monſ. Zureye had been loft without 
all remedy, - both his Horſe and /# Barge's be- 


ing wounded, and not able to go any further, 


but at that-inſtant Lavavux, a Horſe Officer of 
the Regiment of Beauvais, came to him, and 
gave him his Horſe, tomake his eſcape. After 


theſe a. Actions, which he never .remembred 


without teſtifying his Grief and Repentance 


for *em,Pdſterity will not without Adeviration 


i 
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find him the year following, at the Head of 
one of the Kings Armies ; and thar they. had 
an intire Confidence in, him. Bur if this greac 
and ſudden Change be without parallel, [ 
leave it to Hiſtory to ſhew particularly, in 
all the following Actions. of his Life, how 
Worthy of the Truſt repoſed in him , he 
ſhewed himſelf by his great Services and in- 
viglable Fidelity. He began to make amends 
for the Misfortunes he fell into the 2 former 
years, by 2 Actions that he performed within 
12 or 15 Days'; one at Gergeau, and the q- 
ther at Bleneau'; and becaute.1 was particu- 
larly. preſent at them , and becauſe : both 
times he ſaved the State and the King's Per- 
ſon, I will relate them. - As ſoon as Monſ: 
Turenne received his neceſiary-Orders for the 
Command of the Army, he left Blois, where 
the Court then was, and went towards Sully 
and Gien, to draw the Forces together that 
he was'to command. The King was yet too 
young to:goto the War, or take cognifance of 


any Buſineſs ; and the Q. Mother iqtirely lefc 


the whole Government of the Kingdom tg 
Cardinal, Mazarine. - A few Days after Mon, 
Turenne's departure, the King left Blois to go 
to : but. Orleans ſhutting the Gates a- 
gain im, they reſolved to go to Gen ; and, 
at the ſame time, as they without any cau- 
tion paſſed, under the Walls of Gergeas, a 

little Town upon the River Loire, the Haren 
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de Syron, who'Commanded che Army of the 
confederare- Princes, attack*d the Bridge 
of Gergeau, to forcs.Hiis Paſlage,. and ſarprize 
rhe Court. He was already Maſter of the 
Gate on the oth&t" ide the River, and was 
making a Lodgment, or 'Intrenchment 
about tlie middle of the Bridge, to break 
down the other Gate. Monſ. Turenne was al- 
ready' advanced to meet the King, bur hear- 
ing the Noiſe of their Firing, lefr his Way, 
and' threw himſeif! into Gergeau 5 there he 
fourid ſome Foot? Bur fo il} provided with 
Ammunition, that moſt of the Souldiers had 
not ſo. much as'A Charge of Powder-lelt ; 
whereupon, conſidering the ſtrait that chings 
were reduced to, he cauſed the Gates to be 
opened, and the Draw-brid geto be let down : 
And, purpoſely thar the Enemies might hear 
him, he gave the Word of Command as loud 
as he could ſpeak, to' the Souldiers that lined 
the Curtain, That no one ſhould dare to fire upon 
| pam oe Darth : then making thoſe that were 
with qvit their Horſes; and putting him- 
RIf PH Head of” them, he charg'd the 
Eriemies ſo ſmartly, 'only with-their Swords 
'ih'their Hands, 'that he drove'them- from the 
Lodgment they made upon the Bridge;and in 
ſpighe of all the Refiſtance they cotild make, 
chough aſſiſted by” their Caron that kifled 
and hurt $ or to Perſons near him, he piſh- 
ed them beyond rhe Bridge, and then cauſed 
2 Arches 
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2 Arches of it to be broken down, - to pur 
the Court in a perfect ſtate of Security. The 
King arriving at Gien, Monf. Turemne Went 
from thence to polt himielf at Briare, with 
what Troops he had gor together, and know- ' 
ing that the Marſhal © Hrquincourt, who was 
coming to join bum with a conſiderable body 
of Men, near Bleneau, he went to view his 
Camp and conſult with him. Marſhal Ho. 
quinccurt Was very brave, and build enough 
to attempt and hazard all things ; bar he 
was one that accounted not foreſight. and 
precaution as neceflary Military Virtues. Af. 
they had ſeen ſome of his Quarters, Monf. 
Turenne told him ſeveral times, That he found 
be lay wery open,” and much expoſed, and that he 
counſelled bjm to draw nearer together, and for- 
tifie himſelf on that (ide next Briare. Burt be itill 
anſwered, That there was no need to fear, and 
that a good Guard would remedy that Inconve- 
nience : But Monſ. Turenne was no ſooner. rc- 
. turned to 'Briare, but the Marſhal was at- 
tack'd. As ſoon as he heard of it he gave 
the Court notice of it, and marcl”d ſtraight 
up to him with thoſe Troops that were with 
him at Briare ; and the Neighbourhood ſenc 
Orders to thoſe that were farther off ro ad- _ 
vance immediately, and marched with all 
his Artillery within half a League of Briare ; 
but he then learned , by thoſe that fled, 
That Monſ.  Hcquinceurt was Totally routed. 

H 3 This 
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This News was preſently after confirmed by 
a Priſoner, Who aſſured him that the Enemies 
were making up to him, and that he had ſeen 
them upon their march. - All the General Offi- 
cers were of Opinion, That they ſhould rc- 
tire, and get near the King's Perſon as the 
only refuge in this caſe of Extremity. Their 
Forces being fo unequal, but Monſ. Turewe 
whoſe mind was Labouring proportionably 
to the Importance and Danger of this Con- 
juneture, ſcarce anſwered them, bur gave 
out his Orders to march on, and ſtill preffed 
the Troops to make more haſte. Wherenpon 
Iz Barge came to him, and mformed him, That 
; every body murmured, and thought he went the 
way to boſe all, if he did not return to the King ; 
But, anſwered Monſ. Turenme, That mdeed is a 
fine Expedient ; after the Example that Orleans 
has proen, even before ever we recerved any 
check, Where now do you think they I open their 
Gates, and admit us, when we ſhall come as Fu- 
gitives, and Beaten ? No, no, la Barge, Inow 
am weary of my Deſtiny ; this is worſe than Re- 
_ thel ; PII periſh, or ſave all. The Day before, 
. as he came back from Monſ. ”Hoquincourt”s 
Quarters, he, took notice of ' a Marſh that 
- made a long defile, or narrow paſs ; the re- 
membrance of” this Marſh: then coming into 
his mind, he Judged by the Situation of Pla- _ 
ces, . and as the Country Iay, that the Ene- 
my, to come .to him, would be'forced ro. 
paſs 
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paſs that way ; upon this thought, without 
any more deliberation, he march'd on, and 
' fo very luckily, thar he no ſooner had reach- 
ed the Marſh on one fide, bur the Enemy ap- 
peared at the other ; he then had not- above 
3500 Men, yet with them Ife made Head a- 
gainſt a Victorious Army, of 14000 Men 
Commanded by the Prince of Conae. 

They were already very much alarmed at 
the Defeat of Marſhal 4 Haquincourt, but upon 
Monſ. Turenye's march they were 1n an abſo- 
lute Confternation ; Not doubting in the 
leaft, but that the ſame Misfortune would be. 
fal him ; in this extremity the only refuge 
they had, was to get the Lore between the 
Enemies and the King. The greateſt part of 
the Equipage was already ſent over, and they 
were beginning to Unfurnifh the Queens A- 
partment ; and there were Pioneers ready t9 
break-the Arches of the Bridge , when the 
News came of this Succeſs of Monſ. Tarenne, 
and they were quite reaffured when they faw 
him, after the Enemies had/retired to their 
Quarters, return, and poſt himſelf with his 
Army at Briare. The fame Day Cardinal 
Mien wrote to him for his Advice, abour 

relation of this matter, That\be intended to 
diſpatch to Paris, and into the Provinces to pre- 
vent any falſe and diſadvantagions Reports. This 
Narrative began with the Tranſactions of the 
Day before, and mentioned the Counſel that 

Wh Monl, 
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© Monſ. Turenne gave Marſhal &Hoquincourt, to 
Fortify himſelf ; but Monſ. Turewme made that 
Paſlage be omitted, ſaying, The Marſhal was 
;- Unfortunate enough, without adding any diſagree- 
able Circumſtance to his Misfortune. 

In all 'buſineſs he uſed but few Words, and 
was an-utter Enemy to long Diſcourſes and 
unprofitable Circumſtances; and as ro him- 
ſelf, his earneſt thinking made him often un- 
awares ask Queſtions, which were not at all 
to the Purpoſe, and ſpeak Words that had no 
Coherence. Very often he would take a pre- 
judice, which he could-not eafily overcome, 
and uſually he was rather diſguſted at the 
mien - and air of People, than the Perſons 
themſelves; for Example, let a Man be never 
ſo brave in the Field,he could not endure him, + 
if he took more care than ordinary againſt 
the injuries of the Weather. As for thoſe 
that he had no value for, or abſolutely de- 
ſpiſed, of what Quality ſo ever they were, 
it was with-all the pain.in che World that he 
brought himſelf to ſpeak to them, and ob- 
ſerve common Meaſures of Civility : And 
the certain means to deſerve. his Diſeſteem, 
was to boaſt, and to be too much n 
to praiſe themſelves. He could not 
dure. to .be counted a ſuſpicious Man, and 
apt. to be prepoſleſied, whether ic were to 
hide thoſe Defects, or elſe that his Sentiments 
were 'yery oppoſite; and ſometimes it has 

hapngd 
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hapncd that he has toid Secrets, that 'he 
onght to have. concealed, and has appeared 
an open undiſguiſed Perſon, even at the colt 
and damage of his molt particular Friends. 
He was ſo muck troubled to; think that the 
World was perſuaded he was eaſily inclined to 
Partiality, that though he was always ready 
to prefer his Friends to all the advantages that 
depended upon him, and to ſerve them with 
his Fortune ; [yet he could not ſpeak in their 
Favour, With chat boldneſs and earneſtneſs 
that he could for others, who were indifferent 
to him, only moved to it by a Spirit of Juſtice 
and Equity, and the Zeal he had for the Ser- 
*vice and Glory of the King: Nay, he has of- 
ten done good Offices, and procured Em- 
ployments for thoſe that did not afteft him, 
and ſome there are who rejoiced at his death, 
who perhaps, though they knew ir not, own*d 
the good poſts they have in the World to his 
Endeavours and Goodneſs. He always lov*d 
his Family, bat in the beginning he eſteemed 
it. leſs than his own Fortune, and afterwards 
neglected even that for his Reputation ard 
Glory : Yet upon all occaſions he afliſfted his 
Relations beyond his Ability ; and 18 favorr 
of ſome of them ſtripped himſelf of ſome parr 
of his Paternal Eſtate, being more concerned 
for their wants than his own. He never va- 
Iued himſelf upon his giving,. and the bene- 
fits in this kird that he conferred, was with 
'that 
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that wonderful Modeſty, that is. ſo ſeldom 
met with, and yet is ſo very needful to Pn- 
Tify and Reform that Oſtentation which al- 
moſt always accompanies Liberality ; and 
this Virtue which'is none of thoſe that uſually 
are found in old Age, was ſo Natural to him, 
that in the laſt years of his Life, he ſcattered 
his Money about even with more frankneſs 
than ever he had done before. In ſhort,though 
he ſerved a Noble and Liberal Maſter, and 
lived in an Age fo abounding in making great 
Fortunes, yet he died much Poorer than he 
was left by his Father: And indeed one of 
the Qyalities that he was moſt renouned for, 
was the little eſteem that he had for Wealth, 
which he valued © litcle, thar they ſay, He 
was Ignorant of the difference and value of the- 
ſeveral Species of Coms. All his Lieutenant Ge- 
nerals became as Wealthy as Princes ;- but he 
who was but a younger Brother, and by con- 
ſequence had not an-Eſtate proportionable 
ro his Quality, threw it- away without any 
value for it, uſually ſaying, He would bave 
10 other Purſe but the King*'s. However he had 
ſo numerous an Equipage, that Madam de 
Tureme has often ſaid, Were it not for the King*s 
Money, both Monſ. Turennes Eſtate and mine 
would not be able to maintain us three years, at 
the rate that, we live. One Day ſome of his 
Friends talking with him about Riches; ma- 
king ſome Compariſons, and Rallying him 
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about thac Subje(t, He. told them that, in 
| Frieth, he could not comprehend the pleaſure Men 
160k in keeping their Coffers ſtuffed with Money ; 
and that for his part, if at the years end be had any 
conſiderable Sums of” Money left, he believed ut 
wonld nauſeate him as much, as, if coming from 

a great Feaſt, be ſhould be forced to ſit down to 
another. When he died, thongh he were one 
of the Kings greateſt Favourites, and had a 
very conſiderable Government, and great 
Priviledges, and Commanded the Kings Ar- 
mies, With almoſt Sovereign Authority ; yet 
there was found but goo Crowns jn ready 
Money by him, with many Debts which he had 
contracted for the maintainance of is Troops, 
which the King paid immediately after his 
death. When he was in the County of Mark 
in Germany, Count Comſmark Marſhal deCamy, 
propoſed to him a way how'in 15 Days time 
he might gamby the m&Eans of Contributions 
1 00000 Crowns, and that it might be done 
without the Courts having 'any Cogniſance 
of it ; but. he anſwered him-laughing, That 
he was obliged to him, but that after he had had 
-many of thoſe Opportunities heretofore , without 
making advantage of them, be was not minded 
to begin, and change his cuſtom, at this Ape. 

_ All che care that- he took of his Perfon,was 
only to be cleanly; all other things depended 
'upon thoſe that ſerved him; looking for no 
great Care, neither in what concerned the 

ES ſervice 
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; ſervice of Himſelf and Family ; fo that both 
at the'Conrt and the Army one might very 
. often come into his Bed-Chamber, without 
ever finding any Domeſtick to adreſs one's 
ſelf-to firſt; and for his Family Buſineſs, he 
always took the account in general, and ſel- 
dom or never deſcended to particulars. He 
.expreſled himſelf with no fluency of Lan- 
guage, - but rather with difficulty, which ever 
encreaſed as his - Head was more upon Butſi- 
neſs. - The tone of his Voice was loud, clear 
and firm; but when he ſpoke any thing that 
was never fo little a Secret, he never thought 
he could ſpeak low enough ; and the general 
Opinion of his natural miſtruſtfulneſs was fo 
well grounded, that his mind was ſeldom 
'eaſed by any Secret that he imparted. _ He 
was indefatigable both of Body and Mind,and 
for 40 years together his Health was nnin- 
terruprted, unleſs by. a Fever of 8 or 10 Days, 
.and ſome light touches of the Gout, a little 
- before his death. In Afﬀairs of conſequence, 
whether more or leſs difficuit, he always 
' ated with equal Vigilance, never Preſiiming 
nor Deſpairing of Succeſs, and ever readier 
to make uſe of Superflnous than omit neceſ- 
ſary Precautions. All his projects and ſtra- 
. ,tagems of War, were upon great Wiſdom 
-and extraordinary Foreſight : But when by 

\ . Chance, or the neceſliry of Afﬀairs he was to 


commit himſelf to Hazard and Fortune, he 
then 
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then abandoned' himſelf to it, with all the 
Gayety and Boldneſs that even youth was 


' capable of. Thofe that ſerved under him, 


never knew: his Deſigns,' but the very mo- 
ment they were to be put in Execution. "He 
was the fitteſt Man in the World to ruine an 
Enemies Army , though his Forces were” 
much Inferior, and end a Campagne with 
advantage, whoſe beginning attorded cauſe 
of apprehenſion. He never ſpared himſeif 
in any fatigues, but favoured others as much 
as it was poſſible. He was bold in his Enter- 
priſes, fearleſs in Danger, always even and 
tteady in all great Actions of War and Poli- 
Cy, but timorous at Court, and very unex- 
perienced in common Affairs. From the 
very moment that he was in the Army, one 
might diſtinguiſh a vifible change in his Air 
and Temper,” he charmed and pleaſed every 
body by his gay and eaſy way of living ; he 
never ſhut himſelf up, nor retired for Buſt- 


neſs ; his Gates were always open, and there 


was not the leaſt mark of oſtentarion, or 
haughtineſs in his Words or Actions. Bur 
when he was by Peace reduced to a privater 
Life, the ſuſpenſion of Glory which he gained 
m the Wars, left ſometimes room in his mind 


for Vanity, In this ſtate he did look more - . 


nearly how People carried themſelves to him, 
and ſomewhat change'his way of living.

a thing that was ſo little agreeable to his 
State and Profeſſion ; and, at the ſame time, 
omitted nothing- that might incline/ Mon. 
Turenne to that Complaiſance that was de- 
fired ; but finding that he advanced not, he 
at laſt thought himſelf obliged to tell Monſ. 
Turenne, That uponthe firſt difficulties and ſcruples 
that he made, he bad all the ygaſon im the World 
to fear the Conſequence would be very diſaduan- 
tagious to his Fortune, ſince the Cardinal enter- 
tamed them with extraordinary Impatience and 
Vexation. Monl. Turenne, who was not mo- 
ved by Hopes and Promiſes, was no more . 
Capable of Fear ; and therefore he ſtil} an- 
ſwered, as he did at firſt, That Cardinal Ma- 
Wrine might put into Hiftory all that was capa- 
ble. of flattermg his* Ambition moſt, and make 
Poſterity believe he was a great General ; but as 
for his part he would never authoriſe @ thing ſo 
contrary to his own Honour, and to the Truth. 
At the ſame time almoſt, the King fell fo 
dangerouſly ill, that they gave him over for 
dead. The Cardinal 'not believing himſelf 
well with Monſieur the Kings Brother, had 
a.mind to make ſure of them chat were a- 
bour him, bur he had reaſon to believe they 
would not be very favourable to him. In this 
extremity he had recourſe .to Monſ. Turenne, 
and his deſign was to go to:him, in caſe he 
were. conſtrained. ro quit the: Court, He 
therefore ſent the Count de. Moret tq engage 
bim, 
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him, to offer himſelf to bim, and oblige 
him to aflure himthe Army. £Þ.; 
The Count de Moret had order to nepo- 
rtiate this Aﬀair, with all addreſs imaginable; 
and only: infintate things inſtead of ſaying 
them. But as he knew that was not the 
way to deal with Monſ. Turenne, he ſpoke to 
him of it, as he uſed to do, plainly without 
any management, or cunning; and the Viſ- 
count promiſed that he would aCt publickly,as 
the Cardinals Friend; and if Monſieur came 
to the Crown, he would repreſent the ſtate of 
' things to him, as they chen ſtood, ang that 
it would be very dangerous to take them 
- out of the Hands of a Miriſter, ſo knowing, 
and fo well eſtabliſhed as he. was. Mon. 
More judging that the Cardinal would not © 
be ſatisfied. with this anſwer, . repreſented to 
Monſieur Turenme all that he- thought was 
able tro incline him to what was defired; 
among other things, He told him that there is 
no fear but that the Dueen Mother would uphold 
the Cardinals Fortune, and that no hody could 
doubt the influence (he had over Monſieur, nor 
that her prote&;on would be wanting to the Car- 
dinal ; Pater Monſ. Turenne offermg himſelf to 
be of this Minifters party, he might advanta- 
giouſly, without 'bazarding any thing, do what 
was very meritorious, and what be would never 
forget. The Viſcount anſwered, Thar im all 
 probabiling things would go' after this WT 
PI 
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but that he would:-never promiſe any more than he had 
done ; adding, that no advantage how great [oever it 
were, "ſhould ever tempt himreither to make thoſe pro- 
miſes, that he might hereafter break, or be js at. to 
the neceſſity he had been formerly. The Cardinal was 
fo lxtle contented with this: Anſwer, that after 
be bad ſeveral rimes ſivorn the ruine of M. Ti 
Tee, he ſpoke many extravagant things, ſome- 
times in Fury, and other times mov'd by Fear and 
Deſpair. But the King recovering, and the War 
continuing ; the Cardinal ejther ſuſþended, or 
forgot his reſentment. He was pleaſed with the 
Company of Leazned and Ingenious Men, but he 
bad no kindneſs for thoſe that were profeſt Wits ; 
they never taſted of his Bounty, nor had he much 
ſhare, or mention in cheir Productions. When he 
had no Buſineſs, he lov'd to diverc himſelf, eſpe- 
cially at bis Meals, but without any exceſs. - He 
was ſoon mov'd to laugh at pleaſant Diſcourſe ; 
and he bimſelf Rally*d very handſomly, but al- 
ways with abundance of Diſcretion and Huma- 
nity. He was pleaſed with any Ingenions Prody» 
tions, and lov'd to read good Books, eſpecially 
Hiſtory, and made his uſe of it ; 'but ſeldom was 
heard to Quate it. He was not able to bear Flat- 
ery, as ſich, but when it was diſguiſed under the 
appearance of Friendſhip, that any one took an 
eaſy Natural way to praiſe him. He eafily af- 
forded matter of Diſcourſe; and it was not very 
difficult for a Flatterer to inſinuate himſelf into 
his Confidence and Belief, and make his advan- 
tage of it. 

He was born a Proteſtant, and profeſſed that 
Keligion above 5 o years, without being well in- 
Kructed im it ;/ at that Age he began to y_

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bc without —_ it known'to we ohe, and 
then he endeavoured to inform . by reading, 
which only Tery*d'to multiply ſernples; at laſt he 
was forced to come to Conferences, byt only by 
way of Converſation, *for fear of letting his Con- 
dition'be known. The Q. Mother diſcovered ir, 
and-ſpoke to him of 'it, letting him know, that 
beſides the conſideration of ſaving his Soul, there 
were ſome Temporal advantages that moved her 
fo earneſtly to defire his being a Catholick. This 
Diſcourſe, 'tho'able to make a great Impreſſion 
Upon many other Perſons, ftopp'd all theſe good 
motions, and'cauſed him to remain'ſome years as | 
he was, negleCting to inform himſelf ary farther. 
For it is moſt tfue, that he feared left his Can- 
verſion ſhould be followed by fome extraordina-+ 
Ty Fayour, capable of making the Honeſty, and 
Sincerity of his intentions be ill interpreted, and 
of blemiſhing his'Honor : Bur, at laſt, preſſed by 
his ConſTience, he opened his Mind ; 'tirſt tothe 
B. of Condor, Who is now B. of Meas ; then to 
the'B. of Touriiay, who Was his particular Friend, 
and ſpoke alſo to his Nephcw the Card.de Boiiillon, 
whom it ſeems God had a-mind to employ to'fi- 
niſh' this great Mans'Converſion. Art length con- 
 vinced that he' was'ourt of the true Church, he 
abjured before the A. B. of Pari, without giving 
any notice of it'till the preceding Evening , nor 
did the K. himſelf know of his deſign bur a little 
before. 
* The Love and Veneration that the Army al- 
ways had for him, was very much encreaſed in 


his laſt Campaigns, which appeared among 0- 
ther Demonſtrations of it the year before his Death, in 
that wonderful expedition when he march'd to attack 


the Enemies in Germany. "One Day when the Army 
Ih ET Le Was 
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was paſſing through a long, defile,. or narrow paſs, he 
torned a little afide out of the way, and lay down behinU 
a Buſh ; while he ſlept, there the Souldiers ſaw. him, and 
finding him almoſt covered with ſnow, they run. in. all 
hafte into the neighbouring Fields, to cat down Boughs 

of Trees to make him a Hut ; and as they were making 

it, there came by ſome Troopers whoceing the Hut did 

not cover him from the Weather, and. keep him dry, 

they ſtrove who ſhould firſt lay their. Cloaks over it, .to 

make a kind of Tent : With the Noiſe that they -made 

he awaked, and asking them, Yay they did nat March, 
and what they were doing ? We are preſerving our Genes 

ral, ſaid they, that is our chiefe(t Bufineſs, for sf we loſe 

him, we ſhall never ſee our Country more. , Wherenpon, he 

not being able to make 'em leaye off their Work, and not 

willing to ſhew his Abſolute Power, by any rigorous Com- 

mands, or Uſage upon this occafion, he was torced to get 

on Horſe-back again, and March too.” All his Campaigns 

fince the War againft Holard, bing ſuch prodigies of Va= 

lonr and Judgment, which would afford matter for-ſeveral 

\ Volumes, if any one would Jultly deſcribe them. But after 
having eſcaped ſeveral dangerous Engagements,he was kil- 

led in the Field; being hit on the Breatt by a random Caus 
non-ſhot. The News of his Death wonderfully afteCted the 

Gentry and Nobility, and made a great impreflion upon all 

ſorts of People, who for many Days, could ſpeak of no- 

thing but this great loſs. Many there were that lamen- 

ted him, who had never ſeen him ; ſome moved to it by 

the remembrance of his Actions, others when they con- 

fidered the Services -he might have done for the future; 

and all: were generally touchedwith Grief at therelation 

of his Death. At-Parsx, and in the neighbouring Provir. 

ces, but particularly in the Frontiers of the Country; 

where the ſeat of War was, their Grief was much grea- 

ter, becauſe they knew him hetter, and were u{ed to ſee 

him every Winter. To conclude ; his loſs look'd like to the 

total defeat of fome Army, where every particular Per- 

ſon in the Kingdom had loſt either his Eſtate,ov hisveareft 

Friend. Though ft his life time there was/publ:ſh:d-aCom- 

pariſon between him-and Ce/#3I believe,that I mayolferve, 

that if the likeneſs did not hold, by reaſon of the different 

Ways to Glory, under the Government of a Monarchy, and 

that of a Common-wealth, ſo there was as much diffc+

Card, Mazarines Miniſtry, he had ſeycral tairns of Fortune, 
but ſhe was always proſperous, and favourable to him the 
'Efſt 20 years of his life. He had a 1000 occafions of gain- 
Ing Repliitations and.Glory, which all the Hiſtories of Eu- 
rope Will immortalize. He eſteem'd himſclf the happierin 
"that heſery'd a K: that had all the Qualities to be deſired 
in a Mafter, and who treated him with ſo much intimacy 
atid eſteem, that he lov'd him) as his Friend. Ileave to thoſe 
"that write his Hiftory;to relate to how high a point of Glo- 
Ty, he carried. the.reputation of the Kings Arms in his laſt 
War, and what-his Projects and Wiſhes were, concerning 
the Aﬀairs of Germany, and the great advantages that he 
promiſed himſelf when hisDeath hapned. T will now only 
aUd, that he was ever ſo far from Preſumption, that when 
ever he began to hope well of any enterpriſe, his hopes 
gr Amrene on as a certainty of a happy Succels. 
: he King did him the-Honor to canſe him to, be buried 
at St.Denns, with the Crown'd Heads of France ; (an Hon- 
or which was never granted but-to him, and the Conſtable 
Bertrand du Gueſelein } which occafion'd this Epitaph.
